TULSA, Okla., Feb. 3 ^I^ — ^Victor Lloyd Evcrhart made good his boast thai he would 
never die in the electric chair for alnying two Tulsa policemen. 
Tlic 23-year-oId desperado's body lay in a morgue today, riddled by buekahot and bullets. 

Three Btraight^Bhootinff Oklahoma highway patrolmen 
killed Evcrhart yesterday on a highway 40 mllca cast of here, 
leas than two hours after he and five othcra overpowered 
two guards and escaped from the Tulsa city jail. 

Two of the escaped prisoners were still at large. The 
three others were recaptured 30 miles south of here yester- 
day. 

Everhart'a bid for freedom caine after he learned of plans 
to tranefcr him to the Oklahoma penitentiary at McAlester 
pending trial. 

. It ended after he vainly tried to shield himself from the 
patrolmen's fire, first behind a BtruKgllnft woman and then 
behind her husband, a Tulsa taxi driver who punched him 
on the jaw
